Leading CDU circles firmly maintain thet the castera boundary ia its projected 
form along the Oder-ieisse constitutes an imposaibility. Accordiar to their 
opinion, aay authorized German reprecentatives who signed such a treaty and 
attempted to support the recesnition of this Line would compromise themselves 
for future political work in Germany to such an extent that they would no 
Jonver be able to make constructive contributions to furtner internal political 
reconstruction. According to the opinion of the CLU, it would make no 
difference wiether this were dona by a central rovernnent, or a body of 
specially authorized Terman represantatives. 4<treve circles of the CDL even 
anvisage the time of an outright refusal to sipn such a treaty. 
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
